1. Independent claim 8 and the claims dependent thereon have been allowed 
because none of the references of record teach or suggest a process for producing 
acetone, propionaldehyde, propionic acid, or acetic acid from the catalytic oxidation of 
propylene, wherein the catalyst has the formula Pd/W a ZrO x . 

2. Independent claim 9 and the claims dependent thereon have been allowed 
because none of the references of record teach or suggest a process for producing 
acetic acid from the catalytic oxidation of ethylene, wherein the catalyst has the formula 
Pd/WaZrOx. 

3. Independent claim 10 and the claims dependent thereon have been allowed 
because none of the references of record teach or suggest a process for producing 
methyl ethyl ketone, n-butylaldehyde, butyric acid, propionaldehyde, propionic acid, 
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acetaldehyde, or acetic acid from the catalytic oxidation of 1-butene, cis-2-butene or 
trans-2-butene, wherein the catalyst has the formula Pd/W a ZrO x .
